"The nation's finances have shown 


marked improvement during the past 
year. The total ordinary receipts of 
$6,694,000,000 for the fiscal year 1S20 
exceeded those for 191S by tl,542.- 
000.000, while the total net ordisary 
espenditures decreased from $15.514,- 
000,000 to $5.403.000,000. The gross 
public debt, which reached its highest 
point on Aug. 31, 191S. when ic was 
$26,596.000,000, had dropped on K 
SO, 1920, to 524,175.000,000. There 
has also been a. marked decrease in 
holdings of government war securities 
by the banking institutions of the 
country, as well as in the amount of 
bills held by the 
Federal Reserve 


banks secured by government war ob- 
ligations. This fortunate result has 
reuevedthe banks and left them freer
